Tha moat, 
obstinate oppononts of silver as ourreuoy borin 
to sie that thoir -porsistent refusal to consider 
what, if any, measures for the amelioration of 
the sitastion are posible, will eventually re-act 
apon gald, by compelling some of the greator 
commercial nations t> adopt rotaliatory laws 
which way either ond in: the demonotization 

silver, and’ the effacament of the groater 
part of the world’s money, or, what is equal 
ly ‘likely, the establishment cf a pare silver 
standard and the domonetization of gold. 
sideats in ths Bast who Bare not followed tho 
oonrse of agitatiod in Ragland; especially during 
the paat firo years, ara-inclined to the belief that

A London telegram in the’ Sydney Herald 
amounces that the Germans in Bast Africa 
am importing Chinese. und coolio labour, 
This may be the ease but wo have heard oo- 
thing of such a scheme here, nor is nny men- 
tion made of it in the ‘review of .the report, 
of the German Bast Africin Company given 
in the last issne of Kuhlow's Trade Reuierw. 
Cotton can be raised in Dersma,and tobacco, 
tea, and escoa: plants do wall, but the 
Colony is still in swaddling clothes, so to 
speak, and, requires careful nursing. , Pro* 
bubly the labour problem. exists there, 
for the: natives are not fond of work, 
and are autrustworthy to boot. But from: 
East Africa to Chine ia a for cry and 
there iy no direct coinmunication. The cost 
of obtaining labour from China would be 
heavy, though the quality of that labour 
would no doubt be superior to any the Ger- 
mun Bast African Company could obtain elge- 
where. High wages would no doubi, tewpt 
the Ohihese to try their fortuno in that distant 
land, but the..climate is rather walarious, 
thongh probably not more so than. that of 
some parts of Southern China, There, are 
now comparatively so few countries afford. 
ing'tun opening te Chinese industry and'en- 
terprise, that the. German settlements in 
East Africa aro niet to be cespised, and if 
the Company offur snfficient inducements 
they will no doubt seeure all the coolios they 
may require:
